Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: Host material for the LEL. AppUcant should indicate if the host material 
includes a first host material, a second host material or a mixture of a first host and a second host 
material. 

If a first host material is included, applicant should indicate whether the first host is a 
chelated oxinoid compound or not a chelated oxinoid compound. If the first host is a chelated 
oxinoid compound, applicant should fiirther select a chelated oxinoid compound fi^om those 
listed in claim 9.
